Bagley family 

Barnes family, Bagley family, and Preble family papers, 1811-1939.

Seafaring families in Woolwich, ME. 

Papers of the Barnes, Bagley, and Preble families 
primarily relating to seafaring activities and family business throughout 
the nineteenth to early twentieth centuries. The majority of the papers 
are centered on two captains, William Barnes (1797-1882) and William 
Henry Bagley (1838-1884). These are papers that revolve around the 
seafaring activities of these two men. William Bagley married William 
Barnes' daughter, Laura M. Barnes (1843-1884). Bagley and his wife were 
lost at sea when the Levi C. Wade (ship) went down in 1884. The 
collection also includes the land deeds of a number of Preble family 
members. The Prebles are related to the Bagley and Barnes families. 

There are some later papers, dating to the early 1900s, which deal with 
financial affairs.

Records of shipyard reactivated in 1941 which built four 66' harbor 
tugs for the ET.S. Navy in 1943 and about twenty five commercial fishing 
vessels and motor cruisers before going into receivership in 1947. They 
also did a small amount of repair work. Includes correspondence, ac¬ 
counts, some personnel records, contracts, specifications, purchase orders, 
and evidence for many vessels they bid on but did not build. Also 
includes one box of records of the New York-based lumber wholesale firm 
of Cooney, Eckstein & Co., Inc., owned by the same family as the 
shipyard.

The Carters were ship captains of Woolwich (ME); Christopher Otis 
was a cobbler and Woolwich town clerk for 31 years. 

These papers document the careers of three generations of ship 
captains from the Carter and Otis families. The collection is comprised of 
business and financial papers relating to seafaring and business interests 
of Captain Charles Carter (1778-1845), Captain Charles William Carter 
(1808-1878), Captain Christopher O. Carter (1836-1915), Captain Edward 
L. Carter (1834-1878), and Christopher T. Otis (1800-1877). The collection 
also includes papers from the First Congregational and Baptist Churches 
of Woolwich (ME) as well as Woolwich town papers.

Carter (1857-1951) and journals kept by Captain Carter. It also includes a 
logbook and several accounts related to the vessels Hecla (ship), J.W. Man 
(ship), and May V. Neville (schooner).

Papers of the Riggs family, primarily relating to their shipbuilding 
and shipping interests centered in Georgetown, ME, for seventy years of 
the nineteenth century. Benjamin Riggs (1759-1846), his sons James 
(1785-1866) and Moses (1795-1886), and his grandson Kervin (1829-1906) 
were all ship captains who handled coastwise and West Indies trading 
from their homes in Georgetown as well. For a while in the 1860s Moses 
was in a business partnership known as Sampson & Riggs. Also includes 
a record of fish caught on four small schooners, Capt. John Johnson [of 
Woolwich, ME?], in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, ca. 1832-1844.

This collection contains business papers from James B. Drake & 
Sons and D. M. Humphreys & Co., two longstanding insurance agencies 
in Bath, Maine, that merged circa 1950. Material from James B. Drake & 
Sons includes ledgers and cashbooks, lumber purchasing contracts from 
shipyards, and records from Drake's fleet of coasting schooners. It also 
contains ledgers and journals from Drake's interests in the Kennebec 
Steamboat Company and the Maine Navigation Company. D. M. 
Humphreys & Co. is primarily represented by detailed marine surveys of 
more than 450 Bath vessels taken between 1874 and 1911. There is almost 
no correspondence in the collection.
